night reached agreem ent on 
pay and benefits expected to 
bring 120,000 striking miners 
back to work within two 
w eeks 
—b efo re

Higher prices for coal are 
certain to follow 
The United Mine Workers 
of A m e r ic a ’s 38-m em ber 
b a rg a in in g 
council 
w as 
summoned to Washington to 
vote whether to submit the 
agreem ent to the rank-and- 
file for ra tific a tio n . T he 
ratification process is ex ­ 
pected to take IO days, and

traditionally refuse to work 
without a contract, will stay 
out during that time.

A ctually, he ex p lain ed , 
you start with the elephant 
handler who gets the animal 
to crouch Then each of the 
four takes a corner of the 14 
or so yards that go into a 
blanket. They hold on while 
the elephant gets back to her 
feet so they can check how 
the blanket drapes 
Then he and the sewing 
staff begin to put in darts 
and 
m a k e 
o th e r 
a d ­ 
justm ents. 
For 
elephants, 
like people, come in assorted 
sizes and shapes. 
Costuming horses is less of 
a problem simply because 
they're sm aller. But Foote 
re c a lle d 
th a t 
once 
he 
costumed horses as giant 
roosters for one of the super­ 
production numbers, even to 
hoods 
th at 
looked 
like 
rooster 
combs. 
The 
rear 
horses, seeing the lead horse 
in 
th a t 
g etu p , 
b ec am e 
restless and their costumes 
began shifting. 
“ By the tim e of the parade 
around the ring,” said Foote, 
“ they looked like they were 
all drunk.” 
Once he put 
cam els in 
headdress copied from the 
bedouins but “ it frightened 
the 
c a m e ls 
to 
d e a th .’’ 
Henceforth, he has stuck 
with tasselled and jewelled 
blankets. 
“ The camel is so exotic, 
it s really not necessary go 
get fancy,” said Foote. “ I 
feel the sam e way about a lot 
of the animals. You wouldn’t 
put anything on a llama or a 
zebra. T hey’re so beautiful 
as they are. 
“ The sam e way with the 
cats (lions, tigers, leopards). 
I like all anim als and carry 
treats when 
I’m 
working 
with th em .” Cats are the 
ex c ep tio n s in h a n d lin g — 
“even if I did only a jewelled 
collar for a cat on a leash,” 


he said, “ I d let the trainer 
fit it.” 
F oote, 
a 
n ativ e 
of 
Rochester, N Y., for the past 
five years has been chief 
wardrobe designer for the 
Ringling Bros, and Barnum 
& Bailey circuses (there are 
two units on national tour 
most of the year). 
He 
studied 
at 
the 
Chouinard Art and Design 
School in Los .Angeles and 
worked as sketch artist and 
designer for ice shows and 
television before joining 
Ringling. 
The job sounds almost as 
difficult to visualize as a 
three ring circus itself—the 
design and 
production 
of 
some 600 lavish costumes 
each year for people and 
animals. 
Costuming costs around $1 
million for each new show, 
Foote said. The wardrobes 
are put together by a staff of 
som e 
IOO ta ilo rs, s e a m ­ 
s tre s s e s , 
m illin e rs, 
wig 
m akers and em broiderers at 
the Brooks-Van Horn studio 
in Manhattan. 
Foote’s job is practically 
year-round, although the cir­ 
cu s es 
head 
for 
w in ter 
quarters in Venice, Fla., in 
early December. Then, he 
said, the real work begins— 
fittings and touchups before 
the troupes begin the trek 
north in late January. 
Ultimately, next year, in 
which the circus salutes the 
nation’s bicentennial, there 
will be 500 perform ances in 
300 cities. 
“ Sometimes three perfor­ 
mances a day ,” said Foote. 
“ Packing 
and 
unpacking. 
T here’s a lot of wear and 
tear. We go through tights 
and sequins like mad. 
“ Some 
a n im a ls 
chew 
things up too. Camels are 
particularly fond of ostrich 
plum es.”

DEAR POLLY — Mrs.A.B.C ’s problem with the popping of 
oil in her fondue pot may be caused by cold or wet food being 
put in it. Meat, etc., should be at room temperature and have 
no moisture on it since this w ill cause popping.

DEAR POLLY — When having a party or needing a lot of 
cold canned drinks and space in the refrigerator cannot be 
spared fill your washing machine half full of water and ice 
cubes and then add the drinks. A word of caution - first be 
sure the machine is unplugged so ii cannot accidentally be 
turned on. When through using the machine as a cooler let 
tfie ice cubes melt, plug in and complete your draining cycle.

The jury found in favor of 
defendant Gerda W halen 
Boykin, the golfer who hit 
the ball, but returned the 
judgment against two co­

Muskogee Country Gub. 
In reversing the district 
court decision, the appeals 
court opinion by 
Judge 
Dwain Box said the defen­ 
dants were not required to 
warn spectators or protect 
them from flying balls. 


“ The danger of being hit 
by one was obvious, not 
hidden nor undiscoverable,” 
the opinion said. 


“ One does not have to 
watch much golf,” it said, 
“ to discern that the balls go 
up in the air and come back 
down. This was a par five 
hole and it was reasonable to 
expect many shots to fall 
short of the green.
